office and warehouse space. 

The plans include the addi- 
tion of offices and operations 
vehicle storage as well as 
minor remodeling to the ex- 
isting headquarters building. 
The first phase of the build- 
ing addition will be con- 
structed on the north side of 
the existing GLE headquar- 
ters and will house the util- 
ity’s operations staff, 
equipment and vehicles. The 
second building addition will 
be constructed to the west, in 
the former Carter’s building 
footprint, and will house 
GLE’s 24/7 dispatch center as 
well as staff offices. The cur- 
rent headquarters building 
will sustain some remodeling 
to accommodate the growing 
utility workforce and 
Truestream internet network 
operations center and staff. 
The anticipated completion 
of the new facility is late 
2021. 


Petoskey Man 
Sentenced to 
Prison for String 
of Charlevoix 
County Home 
Invasions 


Friday 
morning in 
the 38rd Cir- 
cuit Court, 
Thomas 
Richard 
Pettersch, 
27, Petoskey, was sentenced 
to serve 10 to 20 years in 
prison for a crime spree 
committed in Charlevoix 
and Cheboygan Counties in 
October of 2019. 

According to a police affi- 
davit in the case, Pettersch 
committed 19 home inva- 
sions in Charlevoix County 
which were reported Octo- 
ber 27 through the 30th. 

The houses were clustered 
into groups in the Thumb 
Lake area and an area on the 
South Arm of Lake 
Charlevoix. Pettersch stole 
guns, tools and other per- 
sonal items. 

“The defendant targeted 
areas of mostly seasonal 
homes,” Charlevoix County 
Prosecuting Attorney Allen 
Telgenhof said. “He went 
places where no one was 
likely to be around and 
gained entry breaking win- 
dows, screens or doors.” 

Pettersch was arrested 
after performing a similar 
crime in Cheboygan County 
which was seen live via secu- 
rity camera by the victim 
who called police. The 911 
call led to a car chase and 
his apprehension. 

Police located items stolen 
from the Charlevoix County 
crimes in his truck as well 
as his residence in Petoskey 
once police obtained a 
search warrant. 

On August 28, Pettersch 
pleaded guilty to home inva- 
sion, first degree and two 
counts of home invasion, 
second degree and the re- 
maining charges against 
him were dismissed. 

The first degree home in- 
vasion charge related to one

Governor Whitmer Extends State of Emergency to Protect Michigan 
Families, Frontline Workers, and Small Businesses 


Governor also extends four 
executive orders to protect 
vulnerable populations 


LANSING, Mich. -- Today, Governor 
Gretchen Whitmer took further action to 
save lives and protect the health and 
safety of Michiganders by extending the 
State of Emergency until October 27, 
2020 at 11:59 p.m. Executive Order 2020- 
186 will allow the state to continue to 
mobilize resources and take the reason- 
able and necessary steps to protect 
Michiganders and their families. The 
governor also extended four executive 
orders to protect Michigan families and 
our most vulnerable populations. 

“We have saved thousands of lives in 
our fight against the COVID-19 pan- 
demic, especially among our most vul- 
nerable populations — people of color, 
seniors, and people with disabilities. Be- 
cause we took swift action, the health of 
our families and our economy are faring 
better than our neighbors in other 
states,” said Governor Whitmer. “This 
emergency will end, and it is a matter of 
months. But we are not out of the woods 
yet. Right now, the federal government 
and all 50 states have been under some 
form of state of emergency. We must 
continue doing our part to fight this 
virus on behalf of our families, frontline 
workers, and our small businesses.” 

Where Michigan was once among the 
states most heavily hit by COVID-19, our 
per-capita rate of new daily cases has 
plateaued at a level well below the na- 
tional average. Despite gradually re- 
opening our economy, Michigan’s 
seven-day case positivity rate has re- 
mained between 3.0% and 3.7% since 
early July. Over the same time period, 
case growth has also remained within a 
narrow band of 61 to 71 daily new cases 


per million population, by date of symp- 
tom onset. 

Governor Whitmer has taken deliber- 
ate and steady action to reopen sectors 
of Michigan’s economy in a way that 
protects businesses, employees, and pa- 
trons. CNN Business currently ranks 
Michigan in the top ten — in ninth place - 
on their list of states that are getting our 
economies back on track. 

The health, economic, and social 
harms of the COVID-19 pandemic re- 
main widespread and severe, and they 
continue to constitute a statewide emer- 
gency and disaster. Though local health 
departments have some limited capacity 
to respond to cases as they arise within 
their jurisdictions, state emergency op- 
erations are necessary to bring this pan- 
demic under control in Michigan and to 
build and maintain infrastructure to 
stop the spread of COVID-19, trace infec- 
tions, and to quickly direct additional re- 
sources to hot-spots as they emerge. 

“The Governor’s swift actions have 
saved thousands of lives during this pan- 
demic, and she must be able to continue 
taking swift action to save lives,” said 
Chief Medical Executive and MDHHS 
Chief Deputy for Health Dr. Joneigh 
Khaldun. “As we approach the 2020-2021 
flu season, it is vitally important that all 
Michiganders get their flu vaccine, wear 
amask, and maintain physical distanc- 
ing. We will get through this together.” 

The four other executive orders the 
governor signed today include: 

Executive Order 2020-187 which pro- 
tects vulnerable populations and 
strengthens our economic recovery by 
extending through October 31 the gover- 
nor’s previous order allowing business 
to be conducted remotely through ex- 
panded use of e-notaries and e-signa- 
tures. 

Executive Order 2020-188 which ex- 


tends the limited and temporary restric- 
tions on the entry of individuals into 
health care facilities, residential care fa- 
cilities, congregate care facilities, and ju- 
venile justice facilities. The Department 
of Health and Human Services will con- 
tinue to issue orders to specify excep- 
tions to this order. 

Executive Order 2020-189 which ex- 
tends through October 31 protections for 
prison and jail populations through en- 
hanced cleaning protocols and imple- 
mentation of testing protocols by 
Michigan Department of Corrections 
prisons and any jails that transfer in- 
mates to MDOC prisons. 

Executive Order 2020-190 which adds 
protections for workers and customers 
at food-selling establishments to the 
Workplace Safeguards order, including 
the requirement to maintain two hours a 
week of reserved shopping time for vul- 
nerable populations. 

“On behalf of the sheriffs, I am thank- 
ful that the governor worked with us to 
streamline the jails & prisons EO, and 
we look forward to continuing to work 
together for the safety and well-being of 
all Michigan citizens,” said Matthew 
Saxton, CEO and Executive Director of 
the Michigan Sheriffs’ Association. 

“We are grateful for the governor’s 
dedication to fighting COVID-19 and her 
ongoing work to protect Michigan work- 
ers and their families,” said Andrea 
Acevedo, President of SEIU Healthcare 
Michigan. “There is no doubt that the 
governor’s swift action has saved thou- 
sands of lives, particularly for our most 
vulnerable populations and health work- 
ers like ours who are serving on the 
front lines. We will continue to work 
closely with Governor Whitmer to en- 
sure the health and safety of our mem- 
bers, their families, and those they 
serve.”

Most debt collectors prey 
on a person’s emotions and 
lack of confidence. If you 
don’t know your rights, they 
can scare you by using bogus 
threats. Understand what 
I’m saying here, Paul. If you 
have debt, you have a legal 
and moral obligation to pay 
it. At the same time, you 
need to calmly and confi- 
dently control these kinds of 
conversations. You might 
have made some financial 
mistakes, but that doesn’t 
mean you should allow 
someone to abuse you.

Beyond direct clinical care 
for students, “nurses work on 
policy, process, and systems 
change initiatives that bene- 
fit the entire school commu- 
nity,” says Natalie 
Kasiborski of the Health De- 
partment of Northwest 
Michigan. This role might be 
especially relevant as the 
year continues. Schools have 
been in session — and in per- 
son — for a few weeks now, 
but the situation remains un- 
certain due to the COVID-19 
pandemic.

track of all the calls and 
emails. Write down the 
names of anyone you talk to 
and when they called. A 
record of all contact is im- 
portant, and it will make it 
easier to report them if they 
violate the federal Fair Debt 
Collection Practices Act. If 
the collector agrees to settle 
the debt, get it in writing and 
keep the document as proof 
in case they “forget” they 
made the offer. 

Also, be completely up to 
speed on your accounts. 
Know what you owe, who 
you owe, and have a record 
of all the payments you’ve 
made. Knowing the facts 
gives you the upper hand in 
any situation. Don’t be intim- 
idated by debt collectors, ei- 
ther. Calmly explain your 
situation, the reason you’re 
behind on the debt, and how 
you plan to pay it off. Don’t 
get emotional and let your- 
self get drawn into an argu- 
ment or shouting match. If 
they insult you, or yell or 
curse at you—yes, this hap- 
pens sometimes—hang up 
immediately. 

Financial troubles like 
debt can make every aspect 
of your life feel messed up. If 
you want to get back on 
track, start living on a writ- 
ten, monthly budget, and at- 
tack your debts using the 
debt snowball system. It’s 
not easy, and it takes disci- 
pline, hard work, and sacri- 
fices, but it’s worth it!

The easiest way to know what's 
covered or what's not, is to contact 
your insurance provider. Coverage 
will often depend on the age of 
your roof, the area you live in, and 
many other factors, so it's impor- 
tant to know the specifics of your 
policy. 

Most homeowner insurance 
policies will provide coverage for 
roof damage caused by unpre- 
ventable reasons such as vandal- 
ism or fire. Disastrous "acts of 
God" such as hurricanes and tor- 
nadoes are also usually covered. 
Although wind, rain, and hail are 
covered by your home insurance 
policy, there are many factors that 
determine if your damage will be 
covered, and if so, how much you 
will be reimbursed. The same ba- 
sics that apply to your roof, may 
apply to your exterior property as 
well. Exterior property is consid- 
ered anything that is attached to 
the outside structure of your 
home, such as siding and gutters. 

Although wind, rain, and hail 
may be covered by your home in- 
surance policy, there are many fac- 
tors that determine if your 
damage will be covered, and if so, 
how much you will be reimbursed. 

Some policies take the age of 
your roof into account at the time 
it is damaged. For example, if your 
roof is under 10 years old, you may 
be covered for the full cost of re- 
pairing or replacing the damaged 
section of your roof at the time of 
the claim. If your roof is over 10 
years old, you may only be reim- 
bursed for the depreciated value of 
the damaged roof. The depreciated 
value takes the aging and wearing 
of your roof into account, mean- 
ing its value has decreased prior to 
any damage occurring. Depending 
on where you live, some policies 
will only offer roof damage cover- 
age up to the depreciated value, re- 
gardless of the age of your roof. 
Other policies will cover the full 
cost of repairing or replacing the 
damaged section of your roof at 
the time of the claim, regardless of 
the age of your roof. In most cases, 
your insurance company will send 
an inspector to your home to in- 
vestigate and verify your claim. If 
the damage is determined to be 
from aging, wear and tear, or poor 
condition of your roof, it will typi- 
cally be considered normal main- 


tenance, and will not be covered 
under your policy. 

In some instances, water dam- 
age due to flooding or surface 
water, might have to be covered 
under an additional policy. Mold 
caused by continued water dam- 
age or leaking, for example, also 
may not be covered by your insur- 
ance policy. Preventing leaks and 
inspecting your property are cru- 
cial responsibilities of the home- 
owner and could help avoid 
unnecessary damage. If you are 
experiencing leaking due to a dam- 
aged roof, promptly remove any 
furniture or other belongings that 
could sustain water damage. 

Replacing a roof or other exte- 
rior property can be a time con- 
suming and expensive process.

Get your roof inspected by a 
trained professional who can iden- 
tify areas that may need immedi- 
ate repair. Replace broken and 
worn shingles. Consider using im- 
pact-resistant shingles, which may 
be more expensive at first, but are 
designed to resist damage from 
hail, saving you money in the long 
run. Remove any dead trees from 
around your property that could 
potentially fall onto your home. 

To ease the experience of the 
claims process and to help you re- 
ceive proper settlement for your 
loss, take a set of “before” photos 
of your roof and exterior property. 
Update the photos whenever you 
have maintenance or repairs done. 
After damage occurs, take a set of 
“after” photos. Document and 
record the damage as well as any 
estimates, invoices and bills you 
receive. Having all of this informa- 
tion on file will help ensure a 
smooth and hassle-free claims 
process. 

Overall, it's important to re- 
member that all insurance compa- 
nies cover roof and exterior 
property damage differently. Even 
the same company can vary cover- 
age drastically by state or the age 
of your roof or property. Policies 
also differ in coverage limits, de- 
ductibles and certain exclusions. 
The only way to be certain of what 
your policy covers, is to speak with 
your insurance provider about the 
details.
